SAN JOSB, May 10.—The Grnml Court 


of the Ancient Order of Foresters closed 
its labors today, enjoyed a boll this 
evening and tomorrow the delegates will 
go on excursions to Mount Hamilton 
ami Palo Alto.

morning the amendment to forbid tho

and laid over for one year. 


Louis Borger of Court Apolla was 


elected alternate to Supreme .Represen- 
tative 0. H. Breiner. In accordance 
with action takea no court can hereafter 
initiate any candidate for leas than the 
minimum feu allowed by grand and su- 
preme court luwa. No subterfuge shall 
bo permitted under penalty of expulsion 
of the court from the order. No mem- 
ber can claim benefits fin na matter of 
law for a longer period than twenty-six 
•consecutive weeks. 


An amendment 
to ~tho laws was 


adopted which provides that on the 
death of i\ member of n subordinate 
court in good standing at the time of hia 
death, thu court may pay such funeral 
allowance us its hy-hiwa provide; pro- 
viding, however, tliut on the death of 
n member who has been such for one 
yenr or over. and who la in Rood stand- 
ing ut tho time of his death, such fu- 
neral allowance ahall not bo leea than 
450 nor more than $75. Subordinate 
courts may pay iunerul allowances on 
tho death of tho wives of members if 
ttio court by-laws BO provide, and under 
such further rulea and regulations aa 
thuy may udupt. Aii auiemltuuiit pro- 
viding that when a conrt accepts a 
traveling card they may, under sur- 
render thereof, advance to the holder 
thereof not more than two weeks sick 
henefita in accordance therewith, and 
thereafter shall recover the mime from 
the issuing court, anid card to bo re- 
tained till said recovery. 


An amendment to strike out from any 


part of tlio constitution any clause or 
aection providing for tho reading out of 
unfimincKil members, was added. Tho 
following resolution waa adopted; 


"Resolved, That it is tlio sense of the 


Grand court that in any ritual proposed 
lor tho order and which may he adopted 
by the supreme court, there ahall he no 
ollices constituted with any religions 
character, and no religious circum- 
stances incorporated therein."

A SENSATIONAL SUIT. 


Charges Against the President of 


an Insurance Compaity. 


DKTHOIT, Mich., May 10;—A sensa- 


tional suit, in which an accounting of 
the Michigan Mutual Life Insurance 
Company and tho removal of President 
Oscar B. Looker, are prayed for, was be- 
pnn in tho Wayne circuit court today. 
The complainants are ex-Vice President 
Joseph W. J3unsenbury of this city, ot 
al. Several ollicers and directory of the 
company are mcde party defendants 
with the president. The bill alleges for 
ten years past President Looker has 
made false statements concerning the 
company's affairs, reporting the valua- 
tion of its leal estate, for instance, at a 
valuation largely in excess of its market 
value. It is charged that mortgages 
taken to secure future premiums on life 
insurance policies have been treated aa 
assets, without any countercharge in 
the accounts of policy holders or other- 
wise ; also that the reports made to the 
state insurance commissioners have em* 
bodied policies *hich had long since ex- 
pired.

Southern Pacific. Whatever the com- 
mittee agrees upon is very sure of adop- 
tion, for the com mi tteo com prises nearly 
all the linoa interested in the transcon- 
tinental traflk. 
Yesterday the western lines in con- 


clave decided that after May 19th there 
would bo no more demoralization of 
rates, whether on account of the home- 
seekers' excursions or for any other rea- 
son. 
Now there is every probability 


that not only will the regular summer 
tourist rates be alashtd right and left, 
but that regular rates aa well will be- 
come badly demoralized. Tho trouble 
has arisen over a circular of the Burling- 
ton road whicli offers to agents a com- 
mission of $5 pur ticket instead of $2 
per ticket as agreed upon by the west- 
torn lines. Tho Burlington's circular 
related particularly to Colorado busi- 
ness and today a secret conference of 
other lines interested in Colorado eum- 
mer tourist business was held and the 
decision reached that unless tho Burling- 
ton promptly withdraws its offer of a $5 
commission they will reduce the regu- 
lar summer tourist rate to Colorado 
points by $5. 
This row will without doubt again 


postpone the reorgauwntion of tho west- 
ern linos' passenger association, which 
is scheduled to begin next week, and 
there is a strong probability that tho de- 
moralization will become widespread.

WASHINGTON, May 10.—Large oppor- 


tunities of the introduction of American 
machinery and tlio investment of Amer- 
ican capital are offered by the peace 
agreement Japan baa just effected with 


iliinii, A provision is made that China 
shall hereafter be open to the introduc- 
tion of all forms of modern machinery, 
and that such machinery shall bo 
admitted free of duty. American cot- 
ton machinery should benefit and espec- 
ially from tho opportunity presented, 
and also telephones, electric lights, 
printing presses and many other de- 
vices of civilization which heretofore 
have been kept out of China. The Em- 
peror of China has heretofore prohibited 
tho introduction of modern machinery. 
As a result the Chinese are using wooden 
plows similar to those used centuries ago 
here. 


Modern tools are included under the 


head of machinery and mechanical de- 
vices, so the American plow and other 
implements and tools will enter China 
free of duty. It is stated cotton ma- 
chinery will bo brought at onco into 
extensive use, thus enlarging the de- 
mand for raw cotton of the Southern 
states. The Chinese use so much cotton 
that tho emperor granted a monopoly of 
using cotton machinery to tho viceroy of 
the son thorn provinces of China.. Ho 
has since produced largo quantities, and 
has prevented tho Itritiatiand Americans 
at Shanghai and elsewhere front using 
similar machinery. Now, however, tho 
viceroy's 
monopoly in 
at an end,

pected to be freely introduced there.

THE CORONER'S VERDICT. 


Report on the Death of William 


Herskind. 


Coroner Long returned yesterday from 


the Sequoia mills, where be held an in- 
quest on tho body of W. Herskind, who 
was killed in the tramway accident on 
Wednesday.
